Charles Darwin is best known as the English natural 


scientist who in 1859 published "The Origin of the Species", 
expounding the theory of evolution. 
The fierce controversy 


i#iat existed for a long time thereafter between .religionists and 
scientists publicized the Darwin theory but clouded our under- 


' the man himself. 
But when you look into the mat- 


®ter you find there arc two different 


Darwins—the later Darwin, famous 
(or infamous, as you choose to re- 
gard him) 
because of his develop- 


ment of the theory of evolution; and 
the early Darwin, 
a very 
great 


seientisl, operating at the expense 
of the British government, and a 
man of discernment in practical 
mailers olher than science. 


This fact was brought home lo 


me Ihc other night while I was 
reading Darwin's earlier and lillle- 
known work, "The Voyage of H. M. 
S. Beagle". Thirty years 
before 


publishing his theory of evolution 
Darwin sailed up and down bolh 
coasls pf Soulh America in a Brilish 
warship 
(1831-36), 
sludying 
Ihc 


animal and vegetable 
life, 
and 


geology, of thai section, and pub- 
lishing his report at 
government 


expense in 1840-43—still nearly 20

Bui this young Darwin hud eyes 


in his head for more than 
mere 


science. 
He looked at the 
raw, 


primitive democracies 
of South 


America and gave us a practical're- 
port and prophesy that slands up 
perfectly today, 100 years later— 
when the development of 
demo- 


cratic South America is of vilal 
interest lo Ihe United Stales. Of 
Ihc South America of 1831-36 Dar- 
win wrote:' 


"Sensuality, mockery of all 


religion, and the grossest cor- 
ruption, are far from uncom- 
mon. Nearly every public of- 
ficer can be bribed. The head 
man in 
the 
postoffice 
sold 


fogged "government franks. The 
governor and prime minister 
openly combined to plunder the 
state. 
Justice, 
where 
gold 


came inlo play, was hardly ex- 
pcclcd by any one." 
But Darwin qualifies his criticism 


with this amazing appraisal and 
prophecy: 


"When 
speaking 
of 
these 


countries, the manner in which 
they have been broughl up by 
their unnatural parent, Spain, 
should always be borne in mind. 
On the whole, perhaps, more 
credit is due for what has been 
done, than blame for thai which 
may be deficient. It is impos- 
sible lo doubl but that the ex- 
treme liberalism of these coun- 
tries must ultimately lead to 
good results. The very general 
toleraliqn of foreign religion, 
Ihe regard paid lo the means of 
education, the freedom of the 
press, the facilities offered lo 
all foreigners, and especially, 
as I am bound lo add, In every 
one professing the humblest 
pretensions to science, should 
be recollected with gratitude by 
those who have visited Spanish 
South America." 
And finally, in this same book of 


100 years ago, there is an odd com- 
ment that is comforting to 
the 


troubled and confused peo'ple 
of 


our world of today. Arc we divid- 
ed by notions of class conscious- 
ness'.' Arc we torn by grave doubts 
of the right of any individual to 
own private property? 
Darwin, in 


effect, tells us this political chaos 
is no new thing. 


An hundred years ago Darwin 


found living along Ihe Slrails of 
Magellan, on Ihe dismal far tip of 
South America, a race of anurch- 
islic people known as the Fuegian 
tribes. Lislen to his story—and his 
final judgment: 


"The perfect equality among 


the individuals composing the 
Fuegian Iribes must for a long 
time retard their civilization. 
As we see those animals, whose 
instinct compels them to live in 
society and obey a chief, are 
most capable of improvement, 
so is it with the races of man- 
kind. Whether we look al it as a 
cause or a consequence, the 
more civilized always have the 
mosl artifical govrnmnt. 
For 


instance, 
Ihe 
inhabitants of 


Otaheite, who. when firsl dis- 
covered, were governed by her- 
editary kings, had arrived al u 
far higher grade than another 
branch of the same people, the 
New Zealanders—who, although 
benefitted by being compelled 
lo turn their attention to agri- 
culture, were republicans "in the 
most absolute sense. In Tierra 
del Fuego, 
until some 
chief 


chief shall arise with 
power 


sufficient lo secure any acquir- 
ed advantage, such as the do- 
mesticated animals, it seems 
scarcely possible that the poli- 
tical stale of Ihe.counlry can be 
improved. Al present, even a 
piece of cloth given to one is 
torn inlo shreds and dislribut- 
ed; and no one individual be- 
comes richer than another . . .

parl of a series of aclions in which

London Suffers

A school was smashed and set 


afire, and from its wreckage work- 
ers recovered many bodies and dug 
into the debris for others believed 
killed or trapped alive. 


Two sections of the city 
were 


bombed and some homes were de- 
stroyed. 


The Germans 
attacked

cover of 50 to 100 fighters who pa- 
trolled the channel. It was estimat- 
ed 25 to 30 fighter bombers struck 
tinland across Kent 
and 
Sussex.

Twenty-four persons were known 


to have been killed in the attacks 
on London. 


Raiders skmimcd 
the rooftops

The planes attacked during the

(Brilish military sources said in

In arriving at the amount of tax 


due on the taxable Income of Indi- 
viduals, a credit, known as "earned 
income credit" is allowed against 
income in computing the "normal 
tax." 
The amount of earned in- 


come Credit Is entered on line 25 
of the return Form 1040, and the 
computation of the earned income 
creddit is shown In Schedule E of
